pavement 
frauds. 
These 
charges have gone far enough to be me 
by all the facts in the ease. The story of 
Mr. Garfield’s connection with the Wash­ 
ington pavement business is brief and sim­ 
ple, and can be plainly told in a few words. 
In 1374 when the investigating committee 
bad this pavement question in baud, Mr. 
Garfield heard that on a M .Cheraw, who it 


seems had some trouble with bis partners 
in the pavement scheme—had made use 
of bis name in a very questionable man­ 
ner, whereupon Mr. Garfield asked for a 
bearing. 
The committee gave bim a 
hearing, and the official records of the 
investigation contain in substance, the 
following statement from Mr. Garfield: 
•‘A day or two before the adjournment of 
the Congress which adjourned in the latter 
p u t of May or the first part of June, 1872, 
Richard C. Parsons, who was a practicing 
lawyer in Cleveland, but wa9 then the 
Marshal of the supreme Court, and an old 
acquaintance of mine, came to my house 
aud said that he was called away summar­ 
ily by important business ; that he was re­ 
tained in a case on which he had spent a 
great deal of time, and that there was but 
one thing remaining to be done, to make a 
brief of the relative merits of a large num 
ber of wooden pavements; that the Board 
of Public Works had agreed that it would 
putdown a certain amount of wooden 
pavements in the city, a certain amount o 
concrete and a certain amount of other 
kinds of pavement; that it had fixed the 
price at which it would pnt down each of 
the different1 kinds, and that the only 
thing remaining was to determine which 
was 
the 
best 
pavement 
of 
each 
of these several kinds 
He brought his 
papers to my house and models of the 
pavement. I told him I could not look at 
the case until the end of the session 
When Congress adjourned I sat down to 
the case, rn the most open manner, as 
would prepare a brief for the Supreme 
Court, and worked upon the matter 
There were perhaps forty kinds of wood 
pavement, and several chemical analyses 
of the ingredients of the different pave­ 
ments; I went over the whole ground 
carefully, and prepared a briet on the rel­ 
ative claims of these pavements for the 
consideration oi the board. That was a11 
I did. I had nothing to do with (he terms 
of the contract; I knew nothing of its 
conditions, and I never had a word to say 
about the price of the pavement. I knew 
nothing about it; I simply made a briet 
upon the relative merits o f 
the various 
patent pavement. 
MI prepared the brief and went hornet 
and Mr. Parsons subsequently sent me a 
portion of his own fee for the work I did. 
A year later, when the affairs of the Dis 
irictcam eto be overhauled, Congress be­ 
came satisfied that the government of the 
District should be abolished, and the 
Whole matter was investigated by a 
committee of the two houses ot Congress 
They went into the question of the merits 
ot this pavement, some claiming it was 
bad, and some claiming the government 
paid too much for it. Mr. Chittenden, one 
of the owners of the patent, was called as a 
witness. I ought to say bere that I never 
•aw Mr. Chittenden until about the time 
I made the brief; I did not and do not 
kaow Do 
Golyer and 
McClelland; I 
woald not know them or the street; I am 
not aware that I ever taw Mr. Nickerson 
before: and if anybody in this business had 
any scheme relating to mc, it was never 
mentioned to me In the remotest way. It 
never was suggested to me that this matter 
could relate to my duties as a member of 
Congress in any way whatever. AU 
that I did was done openly. 
"As I have said, three years ago a joint 
committee of the two houses of Congress 
investigated this matter thoroughly, Mr. 
Parsons was summoned, examined and 
cross-examined; Mr. Chittenden was ex­ 
amined ; Mr. Nickerson was examined. 
When I heard that my name wa9 being 
used in the matter, I went to the Chairman 
on both sides—for it was ajoint committee. 
Senator Thurman, of my own State, was 
on the committee; Mr. Jewett, now Presi­ 
dent of the Erie Railway was on the com­ 
mittee. I said to the Chairmen that i j 
there was anything in connection witn the 
case which reflected upon me, and that 
they thought I ought to answer, I would 
be obliged to them if they woald inform 
me. 
The Chairman on the part of the 
House, Mr. Wilson, said that he had looked 
the matter all over, and that what I had 
done was perfectly proper. 
“In the course of the campaign of 1374 
a gentleman from my district wrote in re* 
gird to it to Mr. Wilson, the chairman of 
the joint committee on the part of the 
House and received the following letter in 
reply :n 
‘‘CosN*K8Vil l e , ln<L, Angust I. 1874.— Hon. 
Geo IF Steels—De Ambia: To the request for in­ 
formation aa to whether or not the action ot 
General Garfield, in connection with the affairs 
of the District of Columbia, was the subject of 
condemnation by the committee that recently 
had these affairs under consideration, I answer 
that it was not; nor was there, in my opinion, 
any evidence that woald have warranted any un­ 
favorable criticism upon his conduct. 
“The facts disclosed by the evidence, so far aa 
he is concerned, are briefly these: 
“The Board of Public Works was considering 
the question as to the kind of pavements that 
should be laid. There was a contest as to the 
respective merits of various wooden pavements. 
Mr. Parsons represented, as attorney, the De 
Golyer 
A 
McClelland 
patent, 
and 
being 
called away from Was bing tod" about the time the 
hearing was to be bad before the Board of Public 
Works on this subject, procured General Gar­ 
field to appear before the board in his stead aud 
argac I he merits on this patent. This hedld^ 
and this was the whole of his connection in the 
matter. It was not a question as to the kind of 
contract that should be made, but as to whether 
th s particular kind of pavement should be laid. 
Toe criticism of the conmittae was not upon the 
pavement in favor of which General Garfield ar­ 
gued, but was upon the contract made with ref­ 
erence to It; and there was no evidence which 
wo lid warrant the conclusion that he had any­ 
thing to do with the latter. 
Very respectfully, etc. 
• J. M. Wilson.”

D ebate In th e S enate—Speech*** by 
Senators W indom, L am ar an d I n ­ 
galls. 


W a sh in g to n , Juno 14— Senator VVin- 
dom made an able reply to Dan Vourhes 
speech to-day on the exodus matter. He 
showed that the claim that the exodus was 
the result of an attempted to overthrow 
the Democratic majority lo Indiana by 
colonization was utterly groundless; but 
U was simply a movement of the blacks to 
escape oppression and injury at the 
hands 
of 
their 
old 
masters. 
Lamar 
then 
replied, and, 
in 
the 
face of over 1,000 pages of testimony, had 
the assurance to argue that the negroes 
had never been misused nor unfairly treat­ 
ed. He quoted Gaoeral Grant’s speeches 
at New Orleans aud Cario, and then made 
a deliberate misapplication of his words to 
carry out his argument. He did not bring 
out the fact that Grant spoke generally of 
the South as a whole, aud made no flo r­ 
ence to a particular 
State or localities 
where there is no peace, sod where the 
evidence showed the negroes were abused 
and subject to frauds by employers and 
those who leased 
their land. Senator 
Ingalls remarked to-day that from 20,000 
to 25,000 refuges were in Kansas and had 
taken up homesteads od obtaining employ* 
ment, and hereafter would be entirely 
selfsustatnlng and valuable citizens to the 
State. He did not tbmk that more than 
one person ha9 returned, a remarkable 
circumstance when it is remembered that 
the exodus began at an unfavorable season 
and in cold weather.

N eenah, June 14—An Immense crowd 
was at the depot this morning to get a 
sight at General Grant when passing 
through on a special tram. He was warmly 
cheered, and reciprocated

personal congratulations.

General Grant and party arrived here at 
IO: 30 o’clock this morning in the midst of 
a pouring rain. 
Long before the distin­ 
guished guest was expected the streets 
through which tho procession passed were 
completely blocked with people who bore 
the unpropitious aspect with martyr like 
patience. Merchants through the city made 
something like decoration, but nothing like 
what would have been done under more 
favorable circumstances. 
General Grant 
was met at the railway lauding by a com­ 
mittee of the Mayor and other citizens, 
aud uuder the escort of the Oshkosh 
Guards, Oshkosh Rifles, and Temple of 
llouor Cadets, proceeded to his carriage 
which wa3 drawn by four horses to a point 
on Main street. The Mayor here delivered 
the aJdress of welcome. 
General Grant 
endeavored to respond, but the pelting 
rain 
and 
the 
cheers 
of 
the 
crowd 
that 
surrounded 
the carriage prevented his being heard. 
The lins of march was taken ap to the 
High school, where a large number of 
children were permitted to gaze upon him. 
Thence the procession 
moved to the 
depot, where, amid the cheers of the crowd, 
the train pulled out for Fourth City. Both 
General and Mrs. Grant expressed them­ 
selves pleased with tho ovation tendered 
them, and made remarks favorable to the 
general appearance of the city. General 
aud Mrs. Grant were the recipients of sev­ 
eral bouquets, and the former received a 
poem printed on white satin dedicated to 
him.

A BIG EXPLOSION* 


M ilw a u k e e , June 14—Early this morn­ 
ing one one of tho boilers In the Menomi­ 
nee distillery, exploded, destroying the 
butldioir, and killing one man and injur­ 
ing three others—one fatally.

were soon in flames, and, while the fire 
department turned its attention to adjoin­ 
ing property, were reduced to ashes.

$12 000.

The engineer’s 
name was Kroeger, aod bis firemen were 
Delft Hanson, a new hand, who began 
work last Fndry, and John Scbaodieu,

took his books aod went to make an entry, 
when he heard and felt a terrible explo­ 
sion, and felt the roof of the office falling 
upon him. 
Kroeger aud Sc in J iou had 
just turned away from the boilers and 
Hanson .was facing them. Instantly all 
three men were hurled through the air and 
buried outside the building.

The amount of wheat on passage for the United

Speech in the House o f Representa­ 
tives by Ilion. C. G. W illia m s -Th e 
Importance o f the B a llo t Boa anti 
the lin ty o f 
the Governm ent In 
Protecting; it. 
Wheu tile bill providing for Deputy 
Unite I Slates Marshals at elections was 
aoderc lusidcratiou to the bouse last F ri­ 
day, Mr. Williams,ot Wisconsin said: 
Mr. Speaker, the maxim “Put not the 
child to nurse with a stranger," holds good 
in legislallou as elsewhere. If the legisla­ 
tion here propped is not iii the Lauds ol 
stiacgirs it is iu the hands of those who 
bear it uo good will. 
That they are iu 
Crested in makiu j it complete aud effect­ 
ive uoouew id pretend. 
They have it* 
lo7e for the Federal election laws 
They 
desire to see them nugatory ii they Ciunoi 
be repealed, and although the Supreme 
Court, the highest judicial authorly ut the 
land, has pruuouucid them constitutional 
and binding, toe promoters of this legisla­ 
tion believe or profess to believe utterly 
unconstitutional and void. 
They regard 
any attempt on rhe pare of the Federal 
Government to interfere with or in any 
manner regulate elections for members ut 
Congress n intrusion and an outrage up jq 
the rights of the Stat* I and es not sanc­ 
tion* I by the Constitution , and this not­ 
withstanding the Constitution 
says iu 
plain words tnat after the Stites have 
prescribed regulations for such elections 
‘Congress may at any time by law make 
or alter such elections," and the Supreme 
Court has held that Cong!' scan make 
such regulations, and that iu doing so it is

This being the pr Ilion of gentlemen I 
repeat that they c inrot be interested iu 
perfecting tats bill and making it efficient. 
There is no nec^ "qty. Mr. Speaker, tor dis­ 
cussing this question with heat or with 
partisan bittern* I or acrimony. 
It has 
been r id and often rep at I that up to 
the year 1871 th s couoiry got a! mg with­ 
out any such legislation n tb s aod with 
out any Interference on the p»rt of the 
National Government with elections for 
members of Congress in the Sia*es ; but 
the gentleman fron New York [M r Lai* 
ham] has Just remiudi i the House thai in 
1808 in the city of New York there were 
thirty thousand spurious ballots cast. 
Mr. Speaker, the life's blo* I oi Urn nation 
and i*s hope lor perpetuity is the purity of 
the ballot bor 
Taint that with fraud or 
corruption and you po'son the whole sys­ 
tem and put it on the road to decay and 
death. Dare aoy man stand up en either 
side of the House, aod aeriously contend 
that thirty thousand—ye i, if ten thousand 
fraudulent ballots go into the box unchal­ 
lenged, that Tree government is pc sible ? 
Can that practice be tolerated and this 
nation live ?

Judges who engage in th'3 nefarious busi­ 
ness have been driven in dirgrace from 
their high position! and goue broken­

unharmed to posterity, then, regardless ot 
party, we should rouse up as one man and 
say this thing must not be allowed, there 
must be a remedy for these evils aud these 
wrongs.

relinquish all attempt to enact some legis 
lation which a f''I confer power adequate 
to prevent this fund, and overcome force 
by force ll nectar .ry ? It was in this spirit 
that these laws were prop. .ed.

Sixth item of necessity—The arched 
culvert across «5oulk Main street, which 
conducts the drainage of Racine street, to 
the river, should be extended one hundred 
and titty feet, in order to prevent private 
property from damage and causing fre­ 
quent repair*. It would not be necessary 
mat the extension should be arched, its 
course would be changed from centre to 
south side of street and near the north Hoe 
of Mr. Uoidredge’s lot, thereby filling up 
the old channel, making the approach to 
the river in cases ut fireless dangerous and 
more expeditious 
The above improve­ 
ment would repair the damage already 
done, 
by 
replacing 
a 
wail 
washed 
out 
and 
belonging 
to 
Mr Holdredgt; a so 
avoiding 
several 
teet of paviug that been undermined 
and needs replacing in order to protect 
the foundations of the culvert as it now 
remains. 
Thirdly—The bridges of the city are 
urgently in need of repairs and should be 
attended to at once. Milwaukee street 
bridge should be re-planked, in my opin­ 
ion hard wood be preferable. Also IU 
bide walks renewed 
Court street or low­ 
er bridge, should be likewise fre-planked, 
its side walks can be repaired, and need 
not be renewed. The north half of the 


Monterey bridge Is considerably worn 
and needs repairs, I woald recommend 
that the part specified be double planked, 
the same as the south half, making the 
surface of the bridge the same from one 
end to the other. 
Fourthly—I would recommend that all 
highways leading into the city, as far as 
practicable, that have been heretofore ne­ 
glected, should be put la good condition 
by graveling the same to the city limits. 
As first ot importance, I would call your 
attention to the completion of Madison 
road, the material for which can be had 
close by. having received 
permission 
from the town ot Janesville to use the 
•ame. 
As 
second of importance—I would 
further call your attention to Mineral 
Point avenue. There has been but little 
done to this highway. I would recom­ 
mend that it also be graveled or as much 
oi it as the Council deem advisable. 
The several streots of the city are more 
or less in need of repairs. Franklin street 
should be graveled iron Milwaukee street, 
southward six or more blocks. The surface 
of the street is below the gutters. It should 
be raised by a good coat of gravel 
I would ask further ttime to report on 
side walks 'and street crossings. It is an 
item of importance that will require more 
attention than I have been able to bes tow 
upon it during the past ten days.

After the report bad been read, the Coun­ 
cil found itself in the mire.

A more pei- 
plcxing, brain puzzling law was never 
presented tor practical working. At one 
time the Council, without any motion at 
ail, except that ot their legs, arms, and 
tongues, went into caucus and chatted over 
thesltnation informally untiU the rap of 
the gavel reminded them that business was 
business. 
The outcome of the whole perplexity 
was that on motion of Ald. Croft, the 
Street Commissioner 
was instructed to 
clean out the gutters of the First ward to 
far as necessary, and ii necessary to place 
rabble at the culverts on the Madison 
road to prevent them being washed away. 
Ald. Conrad made a further motion for 
the Street Commissioner to clean out the 
dirt from under all the street ap ro n s in 
the city, and also fix up tho culverts 
wherever most needed in the city. 
This 
was curled, sad there being enough work 
blocked out to keep the Commissioner 
busy until the next meeting, the matter 
was dropped. 
It was to be regretted that the framer of 
that bill was not present in person to 
explain the puzzle and tell the answer to 
the riddle. The Aldermen would have 
been willing to have given it to bim if he 
could have told what it was. 
The hour being so late as conflict with 
the l l o’clock ordinance, the question of 
the City Marshalrbip was postponed again, 
aud adjournment was taken.
